Some SIU-SW Programs 
Are Being Phased Out 


Three academic units at 
Southern Illinois University- 
Southwestern will be phased out 
June 30 because of the budget 
crisis and a reevaluation of edu- 
cational priorities. 

Andrew J. Kochman, -vice 
president and provost, said. the 
three units are Extension Serv- 
ices, the Division of Techrical 
and Adult Education and Inter- 
national Services, The phase out 
will affect 18 full-time people. 

Tenured faculty members 
assigned to the three units are 
expected to be -reassigned to 
other academic units on the 
campus when the phase ot is 
completed, Civil service person- 
nel will be shifted to other 
campus jobs wherever possible. 

Kochman said functions ‘now 
being handled by Exterision 
Services, Technical and Adult 


Education and _ International 
Services will be absorbed by 
other units of the ‘University. 
Students enrolled in non-degree 
certificate programs requiring 
completion of a series of cour- 
ses will be able to complete the 
courses before the certificate 
programs are discontinued.

Venice Underpass May Get

‘The relocation of Broadway in 
Venice to the recently complet- 
ed Broadway underpass and 
into the proposed exténsion of 
Federal Aid Route 151 may re- 
ceive the first priority for fed- 
eral funds under a $254,042 fed- 
eral aid program, Venice rep- 
resentatives were told in a 
meeting Thursday night in 
Belleville.

From start to finish, I 
was impressed with the 
knowledge of the officials I 
talked with, and their un- 
derstanding of our prob- 
lems. 


A foreign policy briefing from 
Dr. Henry Kissinger was most- 
ly a matter of listening. 

But I came away resolved to 
do what I can to unite public 
opinion behind the President's 
peace efforts. 

I am not suggesting that he 
or his plans are above crit- 
icism. 

But I would urge all Ameri- 
cans — particularly his politi- 
cal to consider the 
benefits to all of us of a united 
stand for peace in Victnam.

Budget Message

Springfield — The Bureaw of 
the Budget (BOB) continues to 
pour over the 1973 fiscal year 
budget for Illinpis. 

Budget Director John Wilbur 
McCarter Jr, won't speculate— 
in public, at least—just how 
much the budget for the fiscal 
year starting July 1 will be. 
During the present fiscal year, 
the budget has been set at $5.8 
billion. 

McCarter and his staff have 
been pouring over governmen- 
tal agency requests since late 
last year. 

All” governmental _ spending 
requests are reviewed by the 
Bureau of the Budget. Gov. 
Richard B. Ogilvie also is con- 
sulted on the spending, program. 
on a fegular basis. 

Gov. Ogilvie will present 

a comprehensive budget to 

the Genefal Assembly on 

March 1, The lawmakers 

will return to the Capitol 

that ‘daysonly to hear Gov. 

Ogilvie give his budget mes- 

sage in a joint session of 

the House and Senate. 

After hearing the budget ad- 
dress, the General Assembly 
will recess until early April. 

This will allow the legislators 
to go home and ‘continue to 
campaign for the, March 21 pri- 
mary election. 

McCarter isn’t _ pinpointing 
what the budget will contain. 
But Ogilvie has said he isn’t 
making plans for any more 
taxes this year. 

As in the past, the major 
areas of spending will be pub- 
lic welfare, education and high- 
ways. 

Public welfare again is. ex- 
pected to cause some eyebrows 
to be raised in the General As- 
sembly. 

McCarter already has said 
that the General Assembly’ will 
be asked to make a deficiency 
appropriation to carry public 
welfare spending through. the 
current fiscal year, The defici- 
ency funds apparently will be 
sought despite indications that 
federal funds are forthcoming. 

McCarter says he is still look- 
ing over his figures, and after 
a close check he will be able 
to tell how much more state 
funds will be needed for public 
welfare this year.

cants for admission and at least 
500 of them are of sufficient 
caliber, for admission,” Sobkow- 
ski said. “From that number 
we hope to select 40 within the 
next two months.” 

Sobkowski said he is ‘‘ex- 
tremely pleased” with the qual- 
ity of the faculty. He explained 
why the school needs 60 facul- 
ty and staff members before it 
can accept any students. 

“We have 20 separate disci- 
plines within the profession of 
dentistry that must be repre- 
sented before teaching can be- 
gin,” Sobkowski said. “This is 
a core faculty. Each discipline 
must have from three to five 
persons ‘to do adequately ail 
that must be done. 

Three-Year Program 

Because our degree program 
will be three -years instead of 
the standard four, that means 
faculty members wil Ihave to 
teach 11 months out of every 
12. Our disciplines must be 
staffed to handle all duties 
when vacations take place.”’ 

SobKowski said a_ three-year 
degree program is the trend in 
established dental schools, many 
of which traditionally have used 
a four-year program. He said 
one advantage is that the school 
will produce more graduates in 
a shorter time period to meet 
the needs of Illinois communi- 
ties. 

here are about 6,000 den- 
tists in Illinois, but more than 
one-half are 55 years old or 
older,” Sobkowski said. “To ag- 
gravate matters, the distribu- 
tion is poor, with 72%, concen- 
trated in the six-county Chicago 
area.” 

Sobkowski ‘said the three 
established schools of dental 
medicine in Illinois (all in Cook

County) turn out a total of 250 
qualified students per year, but 
the majority of those graduates 
leave the state to set up prac- 
tice. 

Only 449% of Illinois students 
applying to schools of dental 
medicine across the country 
were accepted last year, Sob- 
kowski said. Most of the stu- 
dents in SIU-SW first class will 
be from Southern Illinois and 
hopefully will. return to their 
homes to establish practices, he 
caid. 

“To have a really complete 
facility which would mean larg- 
er graduating classes, we hope 
eventually to build a permanent 
school on the main campus,” 
Sobkowski said. ‘There is no 
room for expansion at Alton 
after we take our first class 
here.” 

He said plans for the build- 
ings on the campus have been 
“shelved .temporarily”. because 
of funding difficulties.

Brodt, assistant legal .advisor 
of the Office of Public Instruc- 
tion, has advised Wilbur R. L. 
Trimpe, superintendent of the 
Madison County — educational 
service region. 

To the question, ‘May 18- 
year-old persons be candidates 
for election to a board of educa- 
tion of a school district?,” 
Brodt said: 

“It is the official position of 
this office at the present time 
that candidates for election 
must be 21 years or over in ac- 
cordance with Section 10-10 of 
the School Code. 

“We have reqeusted an opin- 
ion from the attorney general 
as to whether or not — in light 
of the federal Constitutional 
Amendment granting 18-year- 
olds the right to vote and prior 
opinions of the attorney. gen- 
eral concerning 18-year-olds 
serving on juries — the result 
may be the pre-emption of the 
specific provision of Section 
10-10. 

However, until such attorney 
general’s opinion is forthcoming 
or we are provided with a spe- 
cific court decision in regard to 
this matter, we are taking the 
position ‘that the specific provi- 
sions of Section 10-10 do apply 
and that a person must be 21 to 
be a candidate for or to serve 
on a school board.”

Prairie Chickens Among 
Victims of Progress 


Copley News Service 


Springfield — Once, in the not 
too long ago, hundreds of 
thousands of prairie chickens 
darkened the Illinois skies when 
the flocks were flushed, and 
made the spring dawns hum to 
the horizon with their distinctive 
“booming” during the mating 
ing season, 

Today, only about 400 remain 
in the state, and they are sur- 
viving only because of determ- 
ined efforts by so many groups 
that members and birds must 
be on nearly a one-to-one basis. 

In 1970, a count showed 378 
of the birds in the entire state. 
Small as the figure was, — it 
showed progress in the fight to 
save the distinctive smal! game 
birds, since only 280 were found 
the previous year. 

In the 1850's, H. Clay Merritt 
supported his family in style as 
a professional market hunter 
and even acquired several 
blocks of choice property in 
Kewanee through his hunting 
prowess 

He wrote a book, “The Sha- 
dow Of A Gun,” and said that 
he had flushed flocks of prairie 
chickens half a mile long, and 
longer, and had seen in one 
field more of the birds than 
could be consumed in all the 
cities of the Union in a month. 

A decade later, as people be 
gan slashing through’ the Illinois 
grassland the birds needed for 
survival, “progress” began do- 
ing what time, the elements and 
even the market hunters like 
Merritt had never been able to 
do — decimate and destroy 
those unbelievably large flocks. 

Last Hunting Season 

As late as 1912 there were 
still prairie chickens in at least 
74 Illinois counties. In - 1933, 
flocks were still estimated at 
between 30,000 and 40,000 and 
there was a hunting season for 
them. 

That was the last hunting sea 
son for prairie chickens in Illi- 
nois. Conservationists say there 
will never be another. 


Even if, with management 
and support, the flocks survive, 
the day when they could sit 
wing to wing along the fences 
for miles will never return to 
Ilinois. There simply isn’t 
enough unbroken grassland left 
for them: 

What the people began, a 
shift in farming practices after 
World War II completed, as 
bigger tractors, use of lime 
and fertilizers made soybeans 
and hybrid corn moré attrac- 
tive than redtop grass in the 
“gray prairie” area of southern 
Illinois. 

/The birds could survive when 


fedtop grass was raised, since ” 


it was combined in mid-sum- 
mer when most of the hens had 
hatched their young and scoot-

“Tllinois, like many~ other! 
states, is facing a Medicaid crt 


sis along with a planned re- 
trenchment of services avail- 
abfe to the poor. 

“Improved functioning of the 
Medicaid program and better 
provision of health care for the 
‘indigent and medically indigent 
dictates a much larger federal 
sharing of the costs,” Perry 
said. He is executive vice-presi- 
dent and administrator of the 
420-bed Decatur Memorial Hos- 
pital. 

‘Commenting on the current 
need ‘for positive charges in 
the health delivery system, he 
said, “Unless Congress provides 
large ‘amounts of risk capital 
and operational incentives for 
development of innovative 
health delivery patterns, it’s 
doubtful that many will be 
established.” 

In the meetings with Con- 
gressmen, the delegation pre- 
sented a “‘statement of con- 
cerns” reviewing major issues 
facing Illinois hospitals.

James M. Lockart, of the di- 
vision of wildlife resources in 
the Illinois department of con- 
servation, says only two “boom- 
ing grounds” and flocks remain 
in the state — one in Jasper 
county near Newton, and one 
in Marion county near Farina. 

The birds do not thrive 
captivity, and even if they did 
the problem would not be 
eased, Lockart says, since there 
is not enough natural cover to 
support the birds, once released 
into the wild. 

In 1959, the department, the 
Natural History Survey, the Au- 
dubon Society, Izaak Walton 
League, Federation of Sport 
men’s Clubs and the Nature 
Conservatory jointly formed 
the Prajrie Chicken Founda- 
tion of Ilinois, dedicated to ac- 
quiring land and managing it 
so the birds can have’ food, 
cover and breeding space. 

Someday, if the cover can be 
boosted to about 3,000 acres di- 
vided cqually between the two 
areas, it may be possible to 
build flocks back up to about 
1,000. Then, Lockart says, may. 
be a few birds could be trapped 
and turned loose in such areas 
as Goose Lake Prairie, hope- 
fully to establish new flocks. 

“But that’s years in the fu- 
ture,” Lockart says. “And with 
the best luck in the world, 
prairie chickens will never 
again. be in quantity in Illinois 
Unless farming practices 
change drastically, the birds 
will not be hunted legally in 
Illinois.” Right now, the ques- 
tion is will they survive

Nearly All Could Avoid It 


The number of Americans 
turning to bankruptcy as a way 
out of their debts is on the rise 
again, ' ‘ 
_Over. 200,000° bankruptcy peti- 
tions were filed in 1971 — up 
3.6%, from 1970. 

Bankruptcies have risen stead- 
ily since World War I, setting 
new records ‘each year until 
they reached an all-time high in 
1967. They declined somewhat 
in ’68 and ’69 and now are 
creeping up again. 2% 

According to a new survey 
by the Family Economics Bu- 
reau, the number of bank- 
ruptcies, has risen almost 600%, 
since 1950, when only 34,000 
were filed. Over a billion, dol- 
lars in debts is now washed 
down the drain every year. 

Some bankruptcies—like those 
of, the huge Penn Central Rail- 
road or a member of the 
wealthy DuPont family—~make 
newspaper headlines. Although 
the vast majority involve small 
businesses and consumers who 
don’t make headlines, the re- 
sults of their bankruptcies are 
felt by every American. 

Losses written off by 
bankruptcy are reflected in 
increased interest rates all 
borrowers are charged and 
in. the price consumers pay 
for goods and services. 

When the federal Bankruptcy 
Act was passed in 1898, con- 
sumer credit was virtually un- 
known. 

The years following World 
War II saw consumer credit 
mushroom. And Mr. and Mrs. 
Average America began filing 
bankruptcy in increasing num- 


ers. 

In 1950, there were 9,000 
business and 25,000 consumer 
bankruptcies. By 1960, there 
were 12,000 business and nearly 
100,000 consumer bankruptcies. 

Last year, businesses ac- 
counted for 19,078 bankruptcies 
and consumers for 182,143, 

In 1950, 22 out of 100,000 peo- 
ple filed bankruptcy. For 1971, 
the figure was 90 per 100,000 
population. 

The Family Economics Bu- 
reau found several factors have 
contributed to the rise in con- 
sumer bankruptcies. For one 
thing, credit is easily available. 
Also, pressures are exerted on 
families to “buy now and pay 
later.” 

Some consumers themselves 
may be faulted for their itch to 
spend and their inability at 
times to distinguish between 
luxuries and necessities. 

The “new morality’ which 
tends to put a lower priority on 
financial responsibility, and 
harsh collection laws in some 
states also are contributing 
factors. 

The reason for filing bank- 
ruptcy is different for each in- 
dividual, but in all cases there 
re both “basic” and “trigger- 
ing” causes. 

The most common basic, 
or underlying. cause, is poor 
money management. A de- 
sire to “keep up with the 
Joneses,” impulsive buying 
and failure to provide for 
emergencies all lead to 
careless and reckless use 
of consumer credit. 

Sudden fluctuations — in 
earnings as a result of lay- 
offs or elimination of over- 
time pay are other primary 
causes, 

Basic reasons can _in¢lude 
large hospital bills, medical ex- 
penses ‘and casualty losses, 
such as caused by a fire or tor- 
nado, if inadequately covered 
by insurance. 

The triggering cause, or the 
“straw that finally breaks the 
camel’s back” and sends the 
debtor to bankruptcy court, is 
usually threatened or actual 
garnishment of wages. 

‘Attachment and repossessions 
of such things as a car used to 
get to work and harassment by 
creditors also are triggering 
causes. 

Studies have shown there are 
four types of debtors. The first 
is the debtor who is the victim 
of circumstance — the honest 
person struck by misfortune. 

Second is the mismanager, 
who, while honest, simply lacks 
the ability to budget his in- 
come and gets deeply in debt. 

These two comprise the ma- 
jority of all debtors. The other 
two types are the “won't pay,”” 
who has no intention of paying 
his bills, and the “skip,” who 
leaves town alter running up 
‘huge bills.

Tupt is not lazy or dishonest. 
He works hard. He is 30 years 
old, married and has a larger- 
than-average family. He is a 
blue-collar worker with a 10th 
grade education and few mar- 
ketable’ skills. 

He owes money on furniture, 
his’ car, appliances, tools and 
clothes. He is also behind on 
his rent or his mortgage pay- 
ments. 

And he pwes money to a 
small loan company, his wife’s 
doctor and the children’s den- 
tist.. But the laregst portion of 
his debt is owed to banks and 
loan companies. Medical and 
dental bills are another large 
item. 

In one bankruptcy court, a 
study revealed that 78% of the 
debtors surveyed had at least 
one hospital or medical bill; for 
3%, health expenses were more 
than half of their total debts. 

Eighty-five percent of all 
consumer debtors file 
straight bankruptcies. This 
dishearges all debts except 
taxes, alimony, support pay- 
ments and liability for in- 
jury to another person or to 
property. 

The remaining 15%, file 
under Chapter 13, the Wage- 
Earner Plan, enacted in 
1938. This enables a debtor 
to work out a plan, subject 
to approval of his creditors, 
to pay his debts under 
court supervision over an 
extended period of time, 
usually 36 months. 

Chapter 13 is suitable when 
the debts are not excessive and 
the debtor has sufficient earn- 
ing capacity to pay. 

While under court super- 
vision, a Chapter 13 debtor is 
protected from garnishment, re- 
posséssion and harassment. 

Even though a person may be 
head over heels in debt, he'll 
find it costs money to file bank 
ruptcy. In all cases, there are 
filing fees and attorney’s costs. 

In Chapter 13 cases, a per- 
centage of the debts must be 
paid to a court-appointed 
trustee, In straight bankrupt- 
cies, the bankrupt loses what- 
ever assets he has, except those 
exempt under state law. 

There is still a stigma at- 
tached to going bankrupt, al- 
though doing so no longer 
means financial ruin. 

When money is -tight, it is 
doubtful that a bankkrupt can 
get a home mortgage, but this 
is not true when money is rela- 
tively easy. 

He would not have any trou- 
ble in obtaining new credit for 
any item that can be re- 
possessed, Some retailers en- 
courage a bankrupt to open new 
lines of credit, knowing that the 
law prevents him from filing 
bankruptcy again for six years. 

While the bankruptcy law is 
a federal one, it is subject to 
different interpretations in each 
state. Different personal ex- 
emptions of property from 
creitor’s claims, and different 
collection laws create 50 sets of 
laws in 50 states. 

Designed originally for busi- 
nesses, the Bankruptcy Act 
still geared to business bank- 
ruptcies, despite nearly 100 
amendments over the years. 

One weak spot in the 
whole picture is a lack of 
counseling and education in 
credit and money manage- 
ment. Until recently, school 
systems taught students 
little about managing their 
personal affairs. 

‘Almost without exception, 
experts say, the person who 
is heavily in debt—a likely 
candidate for bankruptcy— 
can be saved if he gets 
help.

University officials determined 
earlyin 1970 that plans for a 
proposed traditional type dorm- 
itory project should be aban- 
doned, because of changing con- 
temporary housing trends on 
campuses.

Projecting full-time _ enroll- 
ment by 1980 to be 18,000: stu- 
dents, this policy would allow 
on-campus housing for 3,600 
students, or for 3,052 more than 
are now being served.

Environment Issue a Key Factor in Illinois ° 
Power Co. Decision to Build Nuclear Plant 


Wendell J. Kelley, president 
of Illinois Power Co., an- 
nounced Friday that the first 
generator in the power com- 
plex planned’ by the company 
near Clinton, Ill., will be an 
800,000-kilowatt nuclear unit. 
, Operation is scheduled for 
early 1980. 

Kelley said the final decision 
to build a nuclear plant was 
made at a meeting of the IP 
board of directors. 

The principal factor in the 
board’s decision, Kelley said, 
“was that it is evident—with 
current and proposed federal 
and state pollution regulations 
which are constantly changing 
—that it is not practical to 
dedicate hundreds of millions 
of dollars to plants designed to 
burn Illinois coal which may 
not be permitted to operate 
when completed without major 
expensive modification. 

In October 1970, the com- 
pany announced plans for con- 
struction of a 5,000-acre lake 
six miles east of. Clinton for 
future power plant develop- 
ment, 

The announcement, which 
won the praise of many envir- 
onmentalists and others be- 
cause of its early timing, was 
made before any plans were 
drawn as to the type or size 
of units which will be placed 
at the site. The announcement 
came about ten years ahead 
of planned actual generation on 
the site. 

Much of the remaining lead 
time will be utilized for neces- 
sary licensing, permits, public 
hearings and equipment pro- 
curement. Quotations on vari- 
ous types of nuclear steam 
generators will be sought im- 
mediately. 

Studies have shown that the 
development will require about 
17,000 acres of land. Of that, 
more than 7,500 acres have 
been purchased or optioned at 
the present time. It is estima- 
ted that the 25,000,000,000-gal- 
lon lake will support a total 
plant of about 4,000 kilowatts. 

Environmental considera- 
tions played an important 
role in the decision to make 
the Clinton plant nuclear, 
E. A. Shultz, senior vice- 
president of Illinois Power, 
said. Shultz has general su- 
pervision of power produc- 
tion, engineering and con- 
struction for the company. 

IP historically has gener- 
ated its electric energy at 
plants, have enabled the 
nois coal. 

Installation of expensive 
electrostatic _precipitators, 
ranging up to 99.6%, effi- 
ciency in removing particu- 
late matter, and conver- 
sion to more expensive low 


sulphur fuels at some of the 

plants, have enabled the 
company thus far to meet. 
the rapidly changing envir- 
onmental standards set. by 
various government agen- 
cies. 

Such expensive measures 
have virtually erased the gap 
between fossil and nuclear con- 
struction costs, Shultz said. 

And prospects that future 
regulations for new plants re- 
garding sulfur, nitrogen oxides, 
carbon monoxide, hydrocar- 
bons, mercury and other sub- 
stances’ indicate higher and 
higher fossil fuel plant costs 
even if the standards can be 
met. 

On the other hand, Shultz 
said, nuclear steam suppliers 
can now provide a system 
which has practically zero ra- 
dioactive release—the only en- 
vironmental problem in nuclear 
generation on a private cooling 
lake such as that planned at 
Clinton. 

Fuel costs will be lower than 
fossil, he added. 

“By the time this plant goes 
on the line in 1980, we can 
expect still, further improve- 
ments,” he said. 

Present IP construction 
plans at other sites will 
continue, Kelley said. These 
include two new 600,000 kil- 
owatt coal-burning units at 
the Baldwin power plant in 
Southwestern Illinois — one 
scheduled for 1973 and the 
other for 1975, and both 
under construction. 

Baldwin No. 1 unit at 605,000 
kilowatts is presently in oper- 
ation. 


Kelley added it may be nec- 
essary to build another smaller 
fossil plant—at a location to be 
determined, and fuel to be de- 
termined—to meet 1978 de- 
mands ahead of the planned 
1980 operation of the 800,000 
Kilowatt unit at Clinton. 

Lead time required for fossil 
plant construction is three to 
four years less than nuclear, 
he pointed out. 

Kelley said monitoring equip- 
ment to begin environmental 
studies at the Clinton site will 
be installed in a few weeks. 
An outside firm will be en- 
gaged to determine the best 
land use of the 130-mile shore- 
line of the lake and the use of 
the water surface itself for 
recreation purposes. 

The Jake will be created by 


impounding the waters of Salta, 


Creek and the north fork of 
Salt Creek. The two basins of 
the lake will extend 14 miles 
along the course of Salt Creek, 
northeast from Clinton to near 
Farmer City, and seven miles 
along the north branch, in

a horthern direction from{Clin- 
ton. 

It will be among the larger 
man-made lakes in Illinois, The 
generating station will be 
placed between tthe two ‘arms 
of the lake, near their con- 
fluence east of Clinton. 

The dam, to be placed’at a 
point below the confluence of 
Salt.Creek and the north fork, 
will be at an elevation of 700 
feet above sea level. The lake 
level will be at 690 feet; and 
the lake depth will range up to 
40 feet at points. 

Downstream, a guaranteed 
flow of at least five cubi¢ feet 
of water per second will be pro- 
vided at all times. 

The minimum discharge into 
this area at present is 0.7‘cubic 
feet per second, studies show. 
The low mark was set in Octo- 
ber of 1954. 

The minimum downst re am 
discharge thus will be guaran- 
teed at more than seven times 
that amount, IP engineers said, 
and will be more than the 
minimum 30 days consecutive 
low flow for the three years of 
record. 

The Clinton power complex 
will be near the center of the 
15,000-square-mile area served 
by Illinois Power Co. The! com- 
pany presently has major, gen- 
erating stations near Danville 
and Hennepin, Havana, Wood 
River and Baldwin,

Michael J. Héwlett, state au- 
ditor of public accounts, Satur- 
day night called for a day of 
national unity and prayer on 
Sunday, Feb. 20, the day before 
President Nixon is scheduled 
to begin a five-day trip 
China. 

Addressing the Veterans 
Foreign Wars annual Voice 
Democracy Awards dinner a 
Springfield, Howlett urged the 
VFW and other veterans’ or- 
ganizations to take the lead in 
organizing the day, “which 
would truly show ‘that all 
Americans stand united behind 
the President in his search for 
peace.”” 

“No one can question the fact 
that he is taking a step of in- 
comparable courage as he 
travels to China in hope of 
establishing a new level of in- 
ternational communication and 
understanding,” Howlett — con- 
tinued. 

“All Americans, regardless of 
personal political persuasion, 
must demonstrate their support 
of President Nixon in this ef- 
fort. 

“I urge you—men who have 
proven your love of country in 
other times of great tension—to 
take the lead in establishing a 
national day of unity and prayer 
on Sunday. 

“Governors of every state 
should issue executive  procla- 
mations calling on all citizens 
to join in the day. Mayors of 
every ‘city should also issue 
proclamations supporting the ef- 
fort. 

“But most importantly, every 
church, temple and synagogue 
in the U. S. should include 
prayers for peace and national 
unity as part of their regular 
services, or schedule special 
services in which their congre- 
gations might participate.” 

Calling attention to the fact 
that February is the month 
which marks the birthdays of 
both Abraham Lincoln and 
George Washington, Howlett 
concluded: “These great lead- 
ers realized that our strength 
as a nation rested on a reliance 
on God. It is appropriate that 
we demonstrate our desire for 
peace and national unity by 
joining together in prayer to 
God for the safety of our Presi- 
dent as he undertakes his mis- 
sion to China.”

What with six losing head-to-head clashes 
with other board members, four bowing to new- 
comers in the primary and at least four other in- 
cumbents certain to be squeezed out in April, no 
more than 20 holdovers can remain on the 
board. .

In calculating the “balance of 
terror”. between East and West 
in this nuclear age, we are ac- 
customed to measuring the pre- 
ponderance of power in terms 
of missiles and megatons. 

It is behind the ramparts, 
however, where the real balance 
of power is determined—in the 
technology and industrial ¢apa- 
city that creates moderri armies 
and weapons and stands behind 

*the threat of their use. 

We can see evidence that both 
the Soviet Union and Commun- 
ist China are haunted by the im- 
balance between their own; pro- 
ductive capacities and those of 
the major industrial nations of 
the Free World, 

We see both reaching outward 
to redress the balance. 

The Soviet Union trails the 
United States of America in 
almost every field of indus- 
trial production—especially 
in the so-called “high tech- 
nology” fields, such as com- 
puters and mass-produced 
motor vehicles, 

Thus, Soviet officials are 
prowling the industrial capi- 
tals of Western Europe. in 
search of deals to obtain the 
manufacturing — technology 
their own heavy-footed sys- 
tem has failed to develop. 
Their lures are trade agree- 

ments opening up new markets 
for European goods—and the 
chance for European firms to 
take part in developing the, Sov: 
iet Union’s vast natural -resour 
ces. 

The Chinese Communists are 
more desperate than the Rus. 
sians, 

When the Communists | took 
power in Mainland China in 
1949, they pinned their hopes 
for industrialization on the help 
they would receive from the 
more advanced Soviet Union 

Soviet tools and technicians 
poured into China—only to be 
withdrawn abruptly with, the 
ideological break between |Mao 
Tsetung and the Kremlin. 

While achieving a nuclear 
capability, the country” failed f 
make its “Great Leap |For: 
ward” to become an industrial 
power. 

Meanwhile the Communist ex- 
periments with cooperative and 
communal farms also failed to 
develop the agricultural surplus 
which would have given. the 
Chinese farm products to export 
—the only possibility for earn 
ing foreign credits to buy tools 
and technology for heavy in 
dustry and mass production. 

Where can China turn? 
Western European business- 
men would jeopardize, their 
budding relationship with 
the Russians if they tried to 
play both sides of the Com- 
munist street. 

Peking sees that the only 
route for building. bridges 
for the help she needs les 
toward Japan and the Uni- 
ted States, 

This may be the rationale be- 
hind Peking’s sudden decision 
to try, to patch up old enmities 
with Japan and to roll out the 
red carpet for President Nixon 
in Peking. 

For all the dread which the 
world feels toward the arsenals 
of missiles that make up.a “bal 
ance of terror,” there is com 
fort in the security that it buys. 

There is no comfort, how: 
ever, in knowing that nations 
of the free world are being 
lured into handing their enem- 
ies the technology and manu- 
facturing skills which can only 
make it harder to keep the real 
measure of power between East 
and West in balance,

$172,325 Grant Made for 
Water Management Study 


A federal grant of $172,325 
has been awarded to the South- 
western - Illinois' Metropolitan 
Area Planning Commission 
(SIMAPC) for a water quality 
management study in this re- 
gion, 

The Federal Environmental 
Protection Agency (FEPA) has 
given its approval for the grant 
representing 50% of the total 
estimated project cost of $344,- 
650. The grant was awarded 
under the Federal Water Pollu- 
tion Control Act. 

Last September, Gov. Rich- 
ard Ogilvie named SIMAPC to 
conduct the two-year study: of 
water quality. The awarding of 
the federal grant was the final 
official action required for the 
study. 

Such a regional water study 
is a requirement of the federal 
givernment for ‘future sewer 
grant approvals. With the study 
now underway, regional com- 
munities retain their eligibility 
for federal sewer grants. 

This eligibility is important 
since 33 applications seeking 
more than $32 million in FEPA 
grants were filed from this re- 
gion in 1971. 

Of the 450 applications filed 
in the state and assigned priori- 
ties by the Illinois Environmen- 
tal Protection Agency, seven 


from the region are rated in 
the. top 20 priorities. These sev- 
en are Granite City, Mascoutah, 
Caseyville Township, 0*Fallon. 
Belleville, Bethalto and Hecker. 

The study will be a compre- 
hensive analysis of all water in 
St. Clair, Madison and Monroe 
Counties.. The water quality 
management study will include 
all water resources, such as 
rivers, streams, lakes, reser- 
voirs, ponds and public water 
supplies. 

Such studies will determine 
what, if anything, is polluting 
the water, such as strip mines, 
agriculture, urban sewage or 
water runoff, 

The studies will determine 
how and where water is being 
polluted and what could be done 
to alleviate the condition. A 
program then will be estab- 
lished to eliminate the water 
pollution over a period of years, 
determined by the severity and 
the type of pollution and by the 
economic feasibility. 

The scope of the study is evi- 
dent when realizing there are 
water systems and 148 public 
and private sewage systems in 
the three-county area. 

When completed, the study 
will become a part of the total 
State Water Quality Plan and 
Program.

Tax Relief, Says 
His Foe Doesn't 


Dan Waiker, walking candi- 
date for the Democratic nomi- 
nation for governor, has 
charged that a “Paul Simon 
administration would be the 
same as a Gov. Ogilvie admin- 
istration — tax increases with- 
out any tax relief.” 

Walker made the charge at 
the first in a series of “taped 
debates,’’ in Rockford. Because 
of a lack of face-to-face con- 
frontations across the state, 
Walker says, he is “debating” 
Simon by tape. 

Recordings have been made 
of Simon speeches and answers 
to questions at public appear- 
ances. The Simon tapes are 
played in the ‘“‘mock debates” 
and then Walker states his po- 
sitions, 

In one statement said to have 
been made on Nov. 24, 1967, 
Simon was quoted as follows: 
“I would vote for a state in- 
come tax, but only if it meant 
an end to the sales tax on food, 
elimination of personal property 
taxes on the poor and reduction 
in real estate taxes.” Walker 
replies, “Simon supported the 
income tax, but since then has 
done nothing about tax relief 
either on the sales tax on food 
and medicine or on the personal 
property tax.’” 

Simon is recorded as sayiny: 
“We can’t have what I am 
talking. about, reduction in per- 
sonal property taxes, reduction 
in real estate taxes, without 
having at the same time in- 
creases in the income tax.” 
Walker adds: “‘It’s the same old 
thing, more taxes with talk 
about relief. That's the. first 
step toward a tax increase by 
politicians without any tax .re- 
lief.

Washington — Domestic steel 
shipments {ell to their lowest 


point in four years during 1971, 
American Iron and Steel Insti- 
tute reported this week. 


AISI said domestic mills 


shipped 87,038,000 tons of fin- - 


ished steel mill products last 
year—a drop of 3,760,000 tons 
from 1970 and the lowest an- 
nual shipment total since ~1967. 


Record imports of 18,322,000 
tons, a 6% drop in exports, 
and generally sluggish eco- 
nomic conditions combined to 
depress industry performance 
during 1971, the Institute said. 


Complicating matters was 
the disruption in normal market 
patterns caused by consumer 
hedgebuying in anticipation of 
a possible nationwide steel 
strike. 


When a new labor pact was 
signed without any such pro- 
duction shutdown, steel con- 
sumers worked down their 
swollen inventories, rather than 
buy new metal. As a result, 
industry shipments slumped 


badly, hitting a ‘12-year low. in 
August. 

Toward the end of the year, 
the situation began to improve. 
Shipments rose for the fourth 
month in a row, during Decem- 
ber, hitting 6,104,000 tons.
